NINTH   ANNUAL    MEETING

Statesville,  Aug.  25tli,  1864. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  West- 
ern N.  C.  Rail  Road  Company  was  convened  this  day  in  t^e 
Court  House.  On  motion  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Foard,  John  I.  Shaver 
was  called  to  the  Chair  and  J.  J.  Bruner  and  C.  A.  Carlton 
riequested  to  act  as  Secretaries.  .  . 

The  committee  on  proxies  reported  a  majority  of  the  stock 
was  represented.  The  Chairman  announced  the  meeting  or- 
ganized and  ready  for  business. 

The  State  proxy  was  now  handed  in  by  Col.  A.  Mitchell. 

On  motion  of  M.  L.'  McCorkle,  Esq.,  the  reading  of  the  re- 
ports of  the  officers  of  the  Company  was  dispensed  with,  on  the 
ground  that  the  reports  were  printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the 
Stockholders  present. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Foard,  the  reports  of  the  officers 
were  received, and  adopted. 
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On  motion  of  W.  P.  Caldwell,  Esq.,  the  meeting  proceeded 
to  the  election  of  four  Directors. 

The  following  genlflemen  were  put  in  nomination  : — Jonas 
Cline,  of  Catawba  ;  A.  Henderson,  of  Rowan  ;  Dr.  J.  F.  Foard, 
of  Rowan  ;  John  Hunt,  of  Burke  ;  John  Malone,  of  McDowell ; 
R.  A.  Caldwell,  of  Rowan  ;  Dr.  John  McDowell,  of  Burke. 

While  the  tellers  were  counting  the  i'otes.  Dr.  J.  F.  Foard 
asked  leave  to  read  a  letter  from  Capt.  James  A.  Goodman,  A. 
Q.  M.  at  Salisbury,  having  reference  to  securing  forage  for  th^ 
army  of  General  Lee,  urging  the  J)roducers  to  send  fo'rward  all 
their  surplus  immediately. 

Capt.  Myers,  Commissary  at  Siilisbury  being  present,  also 
urged  the  farmers  to  send  in  bread  andr  meat  supplies  for  the 
brave  defenders  of  our  country. 

W.  P.  Caldwell,  Esq.,  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution :  .  ' 

Whereas,  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  West- 
ern North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company  that  it  is  injurious  to 
their  interest  to  farm  out  any  of  the  property  or  franchises  of 
their  Company  to  any  independent  Company  ;  and  believing 
that  the  Rail  Road  Company  can  transport  all  articles  over  the 
Road  with  as  much  safety  and  dispatch  as  the  Express  Coni- 
pany  ;  and  believing  that  all  the  profits  of  transportation  ought 
to  be  made  by  the  Rail  Road  Company — 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  are  instructed  to  ter- 

.  .minate  their  contract  with  the  Southern  Express  Company, 
(after  giving  them  due  notice,)  and  that  they  confer  with  the 
North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  and  other  RaiJ  Roads, 
•with  the  view  to  make  such  combined  arrangements  ^yith  said 
Roads,  as  to  insure  to  all  persons  safe  and  expeditious  trans- 

•  portation  of  their  property,  money  and  effects  over  the  Roads, 
under  the  charge  and  management  of  their  own  agents  and 
messengers. 

W.  F.  McKesson,  Esq.,  of  Burke,  responded  in  favor  of  the  • 
resolution,  and  congratulated  the  Company  on  the  presentation 


of  this  measure  in  an  eloquent  and  patriotic  speech. 

F.  E.  Shober,  Esq.,  of  Salisbury,  follo.wed  in  a  few  excel- 
lent and  appropriate  remarks.  « 

Tlie  tellers  of  the  election  returned  and  reported  the  fallow- 
ing : — Whole  number  of  vo.tes  polled,  12,027 — necessary  to  a 
choice',  6,140.  Jonas  Cline  received  10,411,  J.  C.  McDowell 
12,016,  'J.  A.  Hunt  8,793,  John  Malone  ,9,053,  R.  A.  Ciildwell 
2,424,'  A.  Henderson  4j2G9,  C.  A.  Carlton  1,183,  J.  F.  Foard 
127,  J.  L  Shaver  15 — whereupon  it  was  declared  that  Jonas 
Cline,  J;  C.  McDowell,  John  A.  Hunt  and  John  Malone  were 
duly  elected. 

The  discussion  on  Mr.  Caldwell's  resolution  was  resumed  and 
advocated  by  Dr.  J.  F.  Foard. 

The  question  of  adoption  was  called  and  the  resolution  passed 
unanimously. 

On  motion  of  W.  F.  McKesson,  Esq.,  the  pay  of  the  Direc- 
tors was  raised  to  25  cents  per  mile  while  travelling  on  business 
for  the  Company. 

A  debate  sprung  up^upon  the  motion  and  was  participated  in 
by  W.  F.  ^McKesson,  S.  R.  Erwin  and  Dr.  A.  M.  Nesbit  in 
favor,  and  M.  L.  McCorkle  opposed.  The  question  being  call- 
ed, 'resulted  in  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

J.  E.  Shober,  Esq.,  offered  the  following  resolution  and  ad- 
vocated it,  in  a  few  appropvia-te  remarks,  which' was  unani- 
mously adopted :  .  ■ 

Resolved,  That  the  salaries  of  the  President  and  Treasurer 
of  the  W.  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  be  increased  to  $4,000  per  annum. 

On  motion  of  W.  F.  McKesson,  Esq.,  that  the  proceedings 
of  this  meeting  be  published  in  the  Salisbury  "Wat^iman  and 
Iredell  Express. 

.On  motion  of  W.  F.  McKesson,  Esq.,  That  the  samp  Finance 
Committee.be  continued.     Adopted. 
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On  motion  of  W.  F.  McKesson,  Esq.,  That  M.  L.  McCorkle 
and  D.  B.  Gaither  be  a  Committee  to  verify  proxies  at  the  next 
annual  meeting.  , 

On  raotionj  That  the  Chairman  appoint  a  Committee  of  three 
to  investigate  the  Road  and  report  to  next  meeting.  Appoint- 
ed Hugh  Keynohls,  M.  L.  McCorkle  and  T.  Geo.' Walton. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  be  and  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  the  Chairman  and  Secretaries  for  the  performance  of 
the  duties,. &c. 

On  motion,  tne  meeting  adjourned.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  IN  BEHALF  OF  THE' 
BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


Office  Western  N.  C.  R.  R.  Combany,  \ 
jStatesviUe,  JST.  C,  Aug.  25th,  18^4.      / 

To  the  StocWiolders  of  the  Western  N.  0.  R.  R.  Company  : 

Gentlemen  : — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  ninth  an- 
nual report  of  the  operations  of  the  Road  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  30th  June  last. 

By  reference  to  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Finance 
Committee,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  from  all  sources 
amounts  to  $371,911  74,  which  is  nearly  treble  that  of  last 
year  ;  $230,574  10  of  which  amount  has  been  paid  on  accdunt 
of  Repaifs,  Supplies  and  operating  the  Road.  $36,173  6.3 
has  been  paid  to  the  construction  depai'tment  in  finishing  the 
Road  to  the  present  terminus.  This  sum  cannot  be  replaced 
until  the  State  orders  the  resumption  of  the  work. 

The  balance,  in  hands  of  Treasurer,  and  balance  due  from 
Post  OflBice  Department  and  Confederate  States  and  other 
sources,  as  per  report  of  Finance  Committee,  will  give  us  an» 
available  sum  of  $77,000,  which,  together  with  the  earnings  till 
September  nexf,  will  enable  the  Board  to  declare  a  dividend, 
and  also  pay  off  all  claims  due  from  the  Road,  together  with 
the  Confederate  Tax. 

Whilst  the  receipts  of  the  Company  have  been  large,  the  ex- 
penses have  been  proportionately  heavy.  Included  in  the  ac- 
counts of  Repairs  and  Materials  is  the  sum  of  $30,000  paid  on 
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old  claims,  vrliich  properly  were  cliargeaWe  to  former  jears. — 
Also,  amount  paid  for  a  steam  saw  and  grist  mill,  wliich  is  a 
valuable  acquisition,  and  one  we  could  not  now  dispense  with — 
and  an  investment  which  wiH  pay  at  any  time. 

The  items  of  supplies  of  provisions  and  clothing  appears 
heavy,  hut  the  Company  have  on  hand  a  large  quantity  of  Corn, 
Bacon  and  Sal't^  also  40  hogs  to  kill  this  Fall.  The  Company 
also  -has  a  large  quantity  of  wool  for  winter  clothing. 

On  tlic  subject  of  llolling  Stock  and  Road-bed  we  would  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Engineer  and  Super- 
intendent, but  we  would  remark  that  both  are  in  as  good  con- 
dition as,lit  any  period  since  the  commencement  of  the  war. — 
We  have  had  the  misfortune,  however,  to  have  four  cars  burn- 
ed and  one  engine  seriously  injured  by  Kirk's  raiders,  ^the  cir- 
cumstances of  which  are  familiar  to  you  all.  The  road-bed  is 
in  much  better  condition  than  a  year  since,  as  a  large  number 
of  new  sills  have  been  laid  and  the  ditches  opened.  "We  also 
have  a  good  supply  of  dry  wood  for  the  coming  Winter,  which 
we  did'.not  have  last  year,  To  accomplish  all  this  we  have  em- 
ployed a  larger  force  than  usual. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  state  that  the  larger  proportion  of 
freight  and  passengers  have  been  transported  at  Government 
rates,  which  is  much  below  the  rates  charged  pn  private  account, 
and  when  viewed  in  proportion  to  the  prices  ojf  every  article  we 
have  to  purchase,  will  be  admitted  by  every  one  to  be  entirely 
foo  low. 

Before  closing  this  report,  we  would  ask  your  favorable  con- 

*sideration  in  behalf  of  the  different  officers  and  employees  in 

charge  of  their  various  duties,  while  no  better  ^evidence  can  }^ 

given  of  their  efficiency  than  the  safety  and  dispatch  attending 

the  operations  of  the  Eoad.

Gentlemen  : — The  annual  report  for  tlie  year  ending  July 
1st,  1864,  is  herewith  mosf  respectfully  submitted. 

The  Financial  condition  of  the  Company  will  be  properly 
explained  in  the  report  of  the  President,  leaving  for  your  En- 
gineer and  Superintendent  the  statements  in  regard  to  the  De- 
partments of  Construction,  Road-bed  and  Machinery. 
CONSTRUCTION  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  no  grading  has  been  done,  but  sills  have 
been  bedded  and  the  iron  laid  down  from  Speagle's,  the  old 
terminus,  to  a  point  three  miles  nearer  Morganton.  At  this 
point  a  temporary  depot  has  been  built. 

The  road  could  have  been  extended  sonaewhat  beyond  the 
present  terminus,  but  it  wa?  thought  advisable  to  leave  this  un- 
done, as  the  iron  on  hand  will  be  needed  during  the  present  ■  * 
year  to  replace  bars  now  \^orn  out.  ^ 

ROAD  DEPARTMENT. 

The  condition  of  the  road-bed  and  rail- way  has  been  greatly 
improved,  but  is  yet  not  such  as  I  aliould  like  to  report ;  espe- 
cially is  this  the  case  on  the  lower  end  of  the  road.  The  cross- 
ties  here  were  very  rotten,  and  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  labor 
it  was  difficult  to  replace  theip  as  rapidly  as  needed.  Before 
the  Winter  rains  set  in  its  condition  will  compxire  favorably 
with  that  of  any  previous  period,  allowing  for  the  wear  of  the 
iron,  which  in  many  cages  is  unusually  great  considering  the 
newness  of  the  road. 

MACHINERY  DEPARTMENT.

This  branch,  so  very  important,  is  under  the  immediate  super- 
yision  of  }Kv.  E.  H.  March,  whose  energy  and  judgment  is  evi-     . 


denOed  by  the  effective  condition  of  the  rolling-stock.  The  ex- 
penses of  this  department,  have  been  unusually  heavy,  as  every 
engine  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  and  new  tires  purchased 
for  all ;  the  cost  of  a  set  of  tires  being  two-thirds  that  of  a 
locomotive  previous  to  the  war.  All  the  engines  are  now  in 
fine  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  Oatawha,  the  one  in- 
jured by  the  raiders,  and  it  will  be  repaired  in  a  very  short 
time.  During  the  year,  notwithstanding  the  condition  of  the 
road  last  Winter,  and  the  increase  of  travel,  no  case  of  injury 
to  passengers  has  occurred.  This  fact  is  evidence  of  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Conductors  and  Engineers,  who  have  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  train. 

On  account  of  the  improved  condition  of  the  machinery,  the 
project  is  good  for  an  increase  of  revenue  for  the  next  twelve 
months. 

By  your  advice,  a  steam  mill  has  been  bought  and  put  into 
operation.  It  has  proved  a  great  .  convenience  as  well ,  as  a 
source  of  profit  to  the  Company. 

The  subject  of  a  telegraph,  is  of  such  vital  importance,  as  a 
•part  of  a  rail  road  sy^em  of  management,  that  I 'do  not  hesi- 
tate to  say  that  a  system  is  incomplete  without  it.  There  are 
other  improvements  I  should  be  gkd  to  make,  viz  :  the  build- 
ing of  new  Howe  bridges  over  Second  and  Third  Creeks,  but 
as  proper  material  could  not  be  had,  for  the  present  I  have 
thought  it  best  to  postpone  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  INSPECTION. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Western  N.  C.  Rail  Road : 

Gentlemen  : — At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockhold- 
ers, Wm.  Murdoch,  T.  G.  Walton  and  myself,  were  appointed 
a  Committee  to  inspect  the  Road  and  report  at  this  meeting. — 
I  have  not  had  the  valuable  services  of  Messrs.  Murdoch  and 
Walton,  and  much  regret  it,  as  they  ,are  gentlemen  of  experi- 
ence, and  have  had  good  opportunity  to  examine  other  Roads 
and  comf)are  with  yours.  Before  setting  out,  however,  with 
what  I  shall  have  to  say,  we  wish  to  remind  you  that  these  are 
war  times,  and  although  many  things  may  not  be  as  we  would 
wish,  we  have  to  do  the  best  we  can,  and  much  allowance  must 
be  juade.  We  passed  and  re-passed  over  the  entire  Road  and 
inspected  every  culvert,  bridge  and  station,  and  shall  commence 
by  calling  your  attention  to  the  property  in  Salisbury.  First, 
the  Shops. — We  find  since  your  last  meeting,  a  substantial 
fence  has  been  placed  around  the  entire  grounds,  adding  very 
much  to  the  appearance  and  safety  of  the  shop  buildings.  The 
machinery  is  in  good  order,  and  the  neat  appearance  of  every; 
thing  about  the  shops,  speaks  well  for  the  workmen  engaged. — 
A  large  supply  of  >  material  is  on  hand  for  building  and  repair- 
ing. Four  of  the  engines  are  in  -good  running  order,  and  the. 
fifth  (the  one  damaged  by  the  raiders^)  is  being  rapidly  repair- 
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ed,  and  in  a  short  time  mil  be  as  good  as  ever.  The  coaches 
and  cars  are  all  fti  good  running  order,  and  while  on  this  sub- 
ject must  say  the  coaches  are  kept  neat  and  clean,  well  supplied 
with  good  water,  indicating  the  efficieifcy  of  the  Conductors 
employed  on  the  Road. 

The  passenger  shed  and  office  building  have  been  much  dam- 
aged by  soldiers,  which  under  the  circumstances  could  not  be 
helped.  We  would  recommend  that  some  arrangement  be  made 
with  the  Confederate  authorities  to  supply  a  comfortable  house 
and  fire-wood,  near  the  station,  for  the  accommodation  of  sol- 
diers awaiting  the  trains. 

Leaving  Salisbury,  the  fii'st  bridge  "vre  cross  is  Second  Creek, 
which  we  find  in  bad  condition,  never  having  been  properly 
planned  and  badly  constructed.  The  masonry  is  good  and  in 
perfect  order ;  the  superstructure,  however,  is  too  narrow,  and 
objectionable  in  many  respects  ;  but  we  consider  the  bridge 
safe,  and  may  with  attention  ajid  repairs  remain  so  for  some 
time. 

The  property  at  Third  Creek  Station  is  in  good  order.  "We 
find  the  masonry  of  the  bridge  at  Third  Creek  in  good  order, 
but  the  same  we  have  said  about  the  superstructure  of  Second 
Creek  bridge  may  be  applied  to  this  one.  This  bridge  has  sunk 
in  the  centre  about  fifteen  inches.  Trestle  has  been  used  to 
support  it,  but  now  requires  repairs.  We  find  the  timber  on 
hand  to  make  it  entirely  safe. 

The  Station  buildings  at  Statesville  are  in  good  repair. 

No  bridge  has  been  built  at  Bufi'aloc  Shoal  Creek,  but  a  sub- 
stantial trestle,  built  two  years  since,  remains  in  good  repair. 
The  Catawba  river  bridge  is  an  excellent  structure  and  in  fine 
order.  We  find  nothing  wanting  about  this  bridge,  unless  it  be 
a  coat  of  paint. 

The  buildings  at  Catawba  Station  are  in  good  order,  but  the 
station  house  is  situated  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  road,  and 
should  be  moved.     The   foundation   has  given  way,   and  the 
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building  will  injure  if  not  soon  attended  to.  It  is  now  diflScult 
to  load  and  unload. 

The  buildings  at  Newton  are  in  good  ♦condition,  as  are  the 
buildings  at  Hickory  Tavern  and  Icards.  ■  At  the  Heud  of  the 
Road  a  temporary  station  Jiouse  has  been  erected,  aiFording 
store  room  sufficient.  The  section  houses  are  all  comfortable 
and  in  good  condition,  and  at  each  we  nptice  vegetable  gardens 
for  the  hands,  .which  adds  much  to  the  health,  and  is  quite  a 
saving  to  the  commissary  department. 

The  facilities  for  water  -are  fine — the  Six  Mile  Tank,  Rocl^ 
Cut,  Red  Tank  and  Icards  being  supplied  with  never-failing 
streams,  supplying  most  of  the  water  necessary,  thereby.saving- 
the  expense  of  hands  to  pump.  The  pumps  are  in  good  order 
at  all  the  tanks. 

The  Agents  at  each  Station  keep  their  rooms  neat  and  in 
order,  and  we  must  say  are  without  exception  accommodating 
and  efficient  gentlemen. 

The  Saw  and  Grist  Mill  is  a  complete  arrangement,  supply- 
ing the  Company  with  lumber  to  build  and  repair,  and  will  be 
a  source  of  considerable  profit  to  the  Company.  The  Grist  Mill 
will  enable  the  Company  to  save  a  considerable  amount  of  corn. 
Tne  Mills  are  well  arranged  and  very  convenient  to  load  the 
cars  with  lumber. 

From  Salisbury  to  Third  Creek  a  large  amount  of  new  sills 
have  been  laid  during  the  year.  Still,  more  are  needed  to 
make  the  track  in  complete  order.  From  Third  Creek  to  the 
river  a  number  of  new  sills  have  been  laid,  requiring  only  a  few 
to  put  this  part  of  the  Road  in  good  order.  From  the  river  to 
the  Head  of  the  Road  very  few  decayed  sills  are  to  be  found. 
A  considerable  number  of  new  sills  are  now.  being  delivered, 
and  by  Winter  the  Road  may  be  put  in  fine  condition. 

The  wet  "cut^  have  been  ballasted  and  ditches  cleaned  out, 
but  much  remains  yet  to  be  done.  This  very  important  matter 
has  heretofore  been  too  much  neglected.     We  notice  a  consid- 
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erable  number  of  iron  bars  ,  wearmg  out,  which  it  will  soon  be 
necessary  to  replace.  The  culverts  and  viaducts  are  in  good 
order,  and  reflect  credit  on  the  builders.  The  supply  of  dry 
wood  on  the  Road  is  abundant  to  last  the  coming  Winter.  We 
were  agreeably  surprised  to  find  a -large  amount  of  provisions 
on  hand,  together  with  forty  good  hogs  to  kill  the  next  Winter. 

All  the  hands  on  the  Road  are  well  clothed  and  well  fed. — 
The  Road  and  Section  Masters  are  careful  of  their  health  and 
provide  the  best  medical  attention  during  sickness. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  must  say  that  the  different  depart- 
ments appear  to  be  well  managed.  The  condition  of  the  Road 
and  amount  of  transportation  done  show  that  the  OflScers  are 
men  of  energy  and  judgment.
